Geology textbooks tell us that stalagmites 
and stalactites form at a rate of thousands of 
years per cubic inch. Obviously, at such slow 
rates, it would take a very long time to form 
them. The public is often exposed to claims of 
these great ages by tour guides in commercial 
caverns. 

George Rogers Clark Memorial is built on 
the bank of the Wabash River at Vincennes, 
Indiana. The limestone came from Bedford 
Quarry, near Bedford, Indiana, just six miles 
from the entrance of Bluc Springs Cave, one 
of the most beautifully decorated caves in the 
nation. Water percolates down through cracks 
in the memorial building mto the basement as 
it does in the cave and the result is the samc 
kind of formations as found in the cave 
Stalagmites, stalactites as well as five columns 
eleven feet tall are found in the basement This 
building was forty years old when these 
pictures were taken.
